Great Enthusiasm at Athens en Open- 
Ing of University. 


THE CAMPUS WAS CROWDED

With Students an Hour Before Doors 
Were Thrown Open. 


AN OVATION T@ CHANCELLOR HILL 


As He Enterei They Cheered and 
Threw Their Hats in the Air. 
Addresses of Welcome. 


Athens, Ga., September %.—(Special.)— 
The opening of the ninety-ninth session 
of the University of Georgia was beyond 
the shadow of a doubt the largest and 
most enthusiastic in its history. 

There are now in attendance more 
young men than enrolled themselves dur- 
ing the entire session last year, and by 
the ist of January there will be 400 stu- 
dents at the univeraity. 

Long before the hour for assembling ar- 
rived the campus was alive with interest 
and scores of young 
discussing college affairs. 

At 9 o'clock the old college bell rang out 
and the boys cheered it vociferously, giv-

—Hill!’’ 

Quite a large number of citizens went 
over to witness the opening exercises and 
several ladies were present. 
cellor Hill entered the chapel the student 
body rose to their feet, cheering loudly 
and throwing thelr hats into the ale. It 
was a magnificent ovation to the new 
chancellor, and the enthusiasm of the col- 
lege boys was unbounded. 

The devotional exercises were conduct- 
ed by Dr. John W. Heidt, pastor of the 
Methodist church, who after the 
singing of the doxology read from the 
sixth chapter of Matthew and offered up 
a beautiful prayer for the university and 
its studen's, 

Professor D. C, Batrow, dean of Frink- 
lin college, aseendel the rostrum amidst 
cheers, and proceeded to welcome Chan- 
cellor Hill in behalf of the faculty of the 
university. He spoke of a mother who

He assured Chancellor Hill 
of the great delight of the law faculty and 
that they stood ready to help him in every 
good work looking to the advancement 
of the university. 

Mr. Fair Dodd, in behalf of the stu- 
dent body, gave Chancellor Hill a warm 
and hearty welcome. He welcomed him 
with the confidence, love and support of 
every student and alumnus of the uni- 
versity, referring to<«the fact that every 
section of the state was embraced in his 
weicome, and that every voice proclaimed 
the advent of a new era of prosperlty for 
the university under his administration. 
Chancellor Hill was assured of the hearty 
co-operation of the students with him in 
all his work. 


Chancellor Hill’s Remarks. 


Chancellor Hill arose amidst a tumult 


| of applause and said that he had been

When he received the welcome 
of the faculty and citizens of Athens, he 
nalrowed his views, and thought nothing 


' could be so hearty as an Athens welcome. 
|' Now, he knew that the ideal welcome 
‘was a genuine university welcome. 


Hie sald that in every hearty hand-grasp 


and every cordial expression he realized 
'a deep significance of the feeling held 
‘by the students that he was one of them. 
| He declared that he was glad to return 
‘to his alma maier, and that if he had 


ever failed to love her as he should have 


the gentle mother who in his boyhood 


'gent up in sweet and loving voice her 


supplications to the throne of grace for 
his divine guidance in life. He told the 
boys that the university would nourish 
their intellectual life, and to determine 
to do their full duty as students. 

To the new students he gave an especial

How the cotton market is thimble- 
rigged by a few men is made very plain 
by a recent development. 

The United States agricultural bu- 
reau report giving the condition of 
the cotton crop up to September 
Ist was published on September 11th, 
and showed a condition of 68.5 per 
cent of an average crop, 
lowest in twenty-five years excepting 
the one of 1896, which was 64.2 per

'favtories have ordersfor fabrics away 
ahead into next summer, and at prices 
'which would justify them in paying 
‘8 cents a pound, yet the ¢armer is 
‘dumping his product upon a market 
stocked against him, and the world 
simplicity. The con- 
buyers has self-inter- 
est for its only bond—surely com- 
munity of interest should bring our 
business men and farmers together. 

The farmer stands isolated, and 
by himself can accomplish nothing, 
the men whose business 
he has made possible, much might be 
done, Until we can hold our cotton 
indefinitely against an adverse mar- 
ket, we can do but little, for the 
farmer, being more or less in det, 
is forced to sell to meet his obliga- 
tions. It is .upon the men 
of a country that reliance must be 
placed for extrication from business 
difficulties. If the bankers and the 
merchants will so arrange their bus- 
iness that their customers will not 
be driven to settlement within a gtv- 
en six weeks, the latter will be en- 
abled to withstand the efforts of 
“bears” to destroy the value of their 
crop. By the adoption of a suitable 
warehouse plan, enabling the farm- 
ers to hold their cotton while meet- 
ine their pressing there 
Will be built up an con- 
Stituency out of which merchants 
and bankers miv reap rich dividends. 

The remedy lies with these three— 
the banker, the merchant, the farmer. 
Working together adverse combina- 
tions can he broken: dividedlv, the 
cotton sreculator will be the only man 
in the field who will make any money.

Farmers, landholders 
and others who own Cotton and are in financial 
condition should hold it to pool each so many 
: bales to be sold for not less than 8 cents basis 
middling. A good percentage of the crop can 
be controlled under this head without outside 
financial help. 

2. Such cotton as is produced by farmers who 
are compelled to sell to meet obligations (a 
large percentage of this is owing the 
country merchant and banker) to be securely 
stored and issued in such manner as to make 
an absolutely safe collateral in the primary 
markets or towns over the cotton belt. To be 
sold for not less than 8 cents. 

The banks or others who are willing to loan 
75 per cent of present market value of the 
cotton at an interest of 1 per cent per month, 
claims to constitute a first lien on the 
thus rendering such loan absolutely

The merchant, banker or other creditor hold- 
ing claim on such cotton to receive the 7% 
per cent loan as part collection, and retain his 
claim on said eotton for remaining Zo per cent 
and advance in price aecruing, after the 
amount of borrowed money ts paid, such cred- 
itor to retain 1 per cent per month interest on 
the 25 per cent present market value not col- 
lected during the time of storage.

Two cents per’ pound more for cetton would 
pulse a new thrill of Hfe into every artery 
of industry and trade. Let us awake to the 
Situation and bring this happy result. 
The farmer alone is too weak. But with the 
co-operation of farmer, merchant and banker 
it can be done, and with every element of 
safety and all expectancy of benefit. All that 
is needed js a pull together by these allied in- 
terests, to demand with enough emphasis and 
force a fair remuneration. We have the cot- 
ton; the world is bound to have ft, and we can 
make it bring its worth. 

The time is ripe for such a move. The feel- 
ing of mutnal interest and interdependence be- 
tween farmer and town man has grown apace.

Editor Constitution—Your readers were no 
doubt interested in your editorial in Satur- 
day's Constitution regarding capital punisn- 
ment in Virginia for the crime of larceny: but 
Virginia is not the first southern state to inflict 
the highest penalty of modern law for 
crime. Section 994 of the code of North Caro- 
lina provides: “‘Any person convicted, accord. 
ing to due course of law of the crime of bur- 
glary, shall suffer death,’’ and section 995 thus 
defines the crime: “If any person shall enter 
the dwelling house of another with intent to 
commit any felony or other infamous crime

therein, and shall, in either case, break out of | 


said dwelling house in the night time, 
person shall be guilty of burglary.’’

Siberia and Amur lands are rich bee 
yond belief. Their 13,40¢,000 square Kii- 
ometers (5,213,956 square miles) are jnhabe- 
ited hy only 4,000,0% souls. In recent 
years, however, the number of immigrants 
(400,000 last year) has been equaled only 
by the side which poured into the United 
States in the past. This vast territory, 
long looked upon as a barren waste, is 
destined to be one of the world’s rghest 
and most productive sections. In fflorthe 
ern France, wheat ripens in 137 days; 
in Siberia, in 107. Even strong nigat 
frosts do not injure the young seed. 
Under such conditions,. the possibilities 
of agriculture are unlimited. I may add 
that oats require, in Siberia and in the 
Amur country, only 96 days, and in the 
regions of the Yenisej only 107. The frost 
period lasts only 97 days in the Irkutsk 
country. Transbaikalia lies entirely with- 
in the agricultural regions; so, too, al- 
most the entire territory traversed by the 
Amur as far north as it runs. Efforts 
are being made to obtain along the Amur 
at least 300,000 square kilometers (115,89 
square miles) for the higher forms of 
northern agriculture. Climatically, the 
best of northern <Asija’s territory, for 
planting purposes, is the usuri country, 
which, in spite of its vast tracts of wood 
and grazing lands, has 195,000 square kil- 
ometers (75,292 square miles) of arable 
ground.

NET CHANGES SMALL 


Considering the Wide Vibration During 
: the Day's Trading.

FRACTION LOSSES THE RULE 


Fair Sprinkling of Gains Shown—B. 
R. T. Was Erratic on Enor- 
mous Dealings. 


New York, September 20.—This was a day 
of violent fluctuations and good speculative ex- 
citement upon the stodek exchange. The move- 
ment of prices was sti feverish and uncertain 
that thadisposition among professional opera- 
tors was geheral to close up accounts with the 
day. AS a consequence net changes are as- 
tonishingly small, considering the wide vibra- 
tion during the day. In only a few instances 
do they exceed fractions, and though the ma- 
jority of stocks are lower, there is a fair 
sprinkling of gains. There was a time in the 
morning when a long Hist of specialties had 
advanced between 144 and 3 points, and during 
the afternoon they fell very generally to as 
much below last night’s level. A range of 
betwen 3 and 8 points was traversed during 
the day by a number of industrial stocks. The 
j railroad stocks did not thove nearly so widely 
As a rule, but an extreme range of between 1% 
and 4% was traversed by some. The index of 
the market all day was Brooklyn Transit, the 
dealings in which were on an enormous scale. 
It advanced 2% after the opening, fell 7% to 
a net low level at 75% and then retraced its 
course, rising 8 points to 83% and closing at the 
high level of the morning. The whole market 
_ followed in its wake in a general way, though 
its erratic fluctuations were {mpossible to fol- 
low at all times. The market was a gigantic 
speculative contest throughout. There was 
‘large selling through commission houses, and 


was said to be due to the calling of some large 
loans in which these stocks figured as collate- 
ral, and which had to be sold to HNquidate the 
loans, United States Milling, which sold yes- 
'terday at 56, sold today at 24, after first selling 
at, 25, ah extreme decline of 32 points. The 
preferred stock, after selling yesterday at .75, 
sold today at 50, a decline of 25 points. The 
Closing quotations for these stocks were, for 
the common 20@25 and for the preferred 49@5). 
There was no important development today in 
| the money situation. Foreign exchange was 
somewhat easier, more notably so on Paris and 
Berlin than on London. At this time last year, 
when New York surplus reserves had fallen 
below $5,000,000, gold began promptly to come 
in from Europe. Previous to last September 
we had already imported over $100,000,000 of 
gold on balance, while thus far this year the 
excess of exports of gold on balance has been 
nearly $3,000,000. Although the excess of mer- 
chandise exports for eight months of this year 
is nearly 875,000,000 less than last year, the 
unliquidated trade balance in our favor thus 
far this year is therefore over $29,000,000 greater 
than for the same period last year. Never- 
theless, with call money ruling at 7 per cent 
In New York, sterling exchange 1s still 1% 
cents in the pound above the level at which 
gold imports began last year.
